Negro Unionists War Against ‘Do-Nothings’ 

The prospects of 1,500,000 Negro trade union 
members throughout the country being urged to de- 
feat AFL-CIO endorsed political candidates this fall, 
unless they have good civil rights records, was fore- 
cast at a St. Louis Conference. 

As leaders met to plan the first nationwide organi- 
zation of Negroes in labor, a spokesman said that the 
group is in “rebellion against the do-nothing integra- 
tion policies” of the U. S. trade movement. The 
founding conference of the Negro American Labor 
Council is slated for late in May in Detroit and will 
draw such speakers as AFL-CIO President George 
Meany and Vice President A. Philip Randolph. 

The political theme was injected when several 
leaders urged the new group to use its influence in

Expelled Montgomery Student Hired By Church 

In Montgomery, Ala., 24-year-old Bernard Lee, one of 
nine students expelled from Alabama State College for 
leading the recent student protest and later arrested on 
a vagrancy charge because he was unemployed, was em- 
ployed as director of the youth program at the Rev. Ralph 
D. Abernathy’s First Baptist Church. Judge D. Eugene 
Loe had ordered Lee to spend a week “going from firm to 
firm hunting employment” then bring him a list of places 
visited. Meanwhile, Gov. John Patterson ordered Alabama 
State College President H. Councill Trenholm to fire any 
faculty member who participated in the student protest.

In Jefferson City, three Negroes were served at the 
Woolworth store, five at the McKinney restaurant and two 
at Adcock’s restaurant, as Missouri’s capital city took an- 
other step toward integration without protest or fanfare. 
There were no demonstrations and none of the white pa- 
trons protested the change. 


N. Y. Anti-Bias Unit Probes Hiring Of English Girls 

The fad among New York businessmen of importing 
English secretaries as a status symbol may be a violation 
of the state anti-bias law, Elmer A. Carter, chairman of 
the State Commission Against Discrimination, announced. 
Carter ordered an investigation of the practice after the 
Austin Employment Agency said it received many re- 
quests for English secretaries because of their accents and 
because they are polite and can spell. 


Memphis Negroes Launch $100,000 ‘Freedom Fund’

White Voters Now Top Negroes By 3 In Ga. County 
White voters now outnumber Negro voters in Liberty 
County, Ga., by three (2,017 to 2,014) although the popula- 
tion is predominantly Negro and Negro voters were in the 
majority last year, according to voting registrar Mrs. Lu- 
cille Wood. About 1,000 names, mostly Negro, were removed 
from the rolls last year—allegedly for failure to meet a 
state law requiring voting at least once every two years. 


South Carolina Negro Files For County Post 

In Beaufort, S. C., Leroy E. Browne, of St. Helena, filed 
as candidate for the County Board of Directors and be- 
came the first Negro to seek a county office in more than 
30 years. He will oppose two white candidates. 


Judge Herbert E. Millen Estate Set At $158,463 

The late Philadelphia Municipal Court Judge Herbert 
E. Millen left half of a $158,463 estate to his widow and the 
balance to a trust fund for the support of his brother and 
the education of a five-year-old grandnephew of his de- 
ceased first wife, according to an inventory filed by ex- 
ecutors. Judge Millen died last July while on vacation in 
San Francisco. 











White House Conference Backs Sit-Down Protests 

At the White House Conference on Children and Youth 
in Washington, D. C., 7,000 delegates from every state in 
the union went on record as giving overwhelming support 
to “Dixie sit-down demonstrations” and called upon Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to “use all means at his disposal” to 
speed school desegregation. 


Vegas Clubs Drop ‘Unwritten’ Color Bars 

In Las Vegas, after the local NAACP chapter threatened 
to demonstrate, the plush bistros and gambling casinos in 
the Nevada resort city agreed to remove the unwritten 
ban that has been in effect against Negro guests in most 
of the establishments. The ban has long been a source of 
irritation to Negroes because most of the night clubs have 
freely used Negro entertainers. Dr. James B. McMillan, 
local NAACP leader, declared: “This city should be the 
cosmopolitan center of the country (now).”

WILL TRUMAN’S ANTI-NEGRO BLAST HURT DEMOCRATS? 


EXPERTS SAY NO, BUT EXPRESS 
Never one at a loss for words, fiery ex-President Truman 
last week betrayed one possible reason why he once failed 
in the haberdashery business. Apparently skeptical about 
the old saying “the customer is always right,’ Truman 
stood pat on his recent Louisville blast at the student sit-in 
protest in which he declared: “If anyone came into my 
store and tried to stop business, I’d throw him out. The 
Negro should behave himself.” 

Disregarding the potential explosive effects of his state- 
ment on the Negro vote, Truman responded to a telegram 
from the NAACP’s Detroit President Edward M. Turner 
and Executive Secretary Arthur L. Johnson, assured them 
he had not been misquoted, then added: “If I were in De- 
troit, I would say the same thing to you personally for all 
the newspapers and televisions in the country.” 

Earliest reactions ranged from AME Zion Bishop Charles 
E. Tucker’s charge that Truman had made “an ass of him- 
self” to Dr. Ralph Bunche’s lament: “I would have been 
happier if Mr. Truman had said, as I believe would have 
been the case, that the problem wouldn’t have arisen be- 
cause he wouldn’t have had segregation in his store.” Dr. 
M. B. Tolson, the mayor of all-Negro Langston, Okla., who 
grew up with Truman in onetime rough-and-tumble Inde- 
pendence, Mo., observed: “When the instinct fear was cre-

Last week, some of the ex-President’s fellow Democrats 
were busy dispensing tranquilizers. Said Missouri Sen. 
Stuart Symington, a presidential hopeful: “My basic prem- 
ise is that every citizen of the United States should have 
all the rights of every other citizen—all the rights.” 

Added Rep. William L. Dawson: “It’s regrettable, but I 
wouldn’t want to comment on Truman’s statement any 
further because I don’t know the context in which he made 
it. Although we differ, I couldn’t turn my back on one who 
has been my friend through the years. He’s entitled to be 
wrong once. I don’t think the statement will have any 
effect on our party’s election chances.” 

Fellow Congressman Charles C. Diggs was almost equally 
loyal to an elder statesman who lost prestige when he un- 
successfully backed Averell Harriman for the presidential 
nomination in 1956. “Reaction,” he said, “has been directed 
more at Truman than at Democrats. I would be greatly 
surprised if his unfortunate remark significantly changed 
the image he has made in the field of civil rights. It would 
take more than this to create a different image or tip the 
scales against the great reservoir of esteem the average 
Negro has of Truman.”

Truman’s name was conspicuously absent from a speech 
delivered by Democratic National Chairman Paul M. But- 
ler before Morgan State College students in Baltimore. 
But Butler, who wants a strong civil rights plank in his 
party platform and is supporting a committee headed by 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt to draft one, left little doubt about 
his sentiments on the student protest.

Lester B. Granger Mourns ‘Tragedy’ Of Sit-In Protest 

Lunch-counter sit-ins are “a bitterly ironic or a tragi- 
cally absurd commentary on current-day American life,” 
declared National Urban League Executive Director Lester 
B. Granger in a Washington speech before the White 
House Youth Conference. Granger said the protest is a 
“tragedy being enacted by Negro young people who find 
this their only means, unaided, of voiding their organized, 
non-violent protest against strangulation of their future 
by an indifferent, or ignorant, or brutally hostile sur- 
rounding society.” He added: “Surely the tragedy of 
lunch-counter sit-ins is not one-half as heartbreaking as 
that of a great nation taking time out from a struggle for 
world freedom .. . to haggle and bicker over questions 
firmly decided by a majority of the American public and 
our highest judicial authority.”

Gibson Sr., board chairman of the Supreme Liberty Life 
Insurance Co. in Chicago. Gibson made the contribution 
at the first annual midwest regional conference of the 
college’s alumni. 


Lily-White Suburb Elects Negro PTA Treasurer 
The father of one of the first three Negro pupils to enter 
schools in the all-white Chicago suburb of Des Plaines was 
elected treasurer of the Maple Elementary School PTA. 
Capt. Robert Trout, 29, budget and accounting officer of 
the 2480th wing of the U. S. Air Reserve Training Corps at 
nearby O’Hare Field, easily defeated a white opponent for 
the post. Des Plaines is less than 10 miles from Deerfield, 
where villagers are trying to block integration. 
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Unions Condemn §. Africa, U. S. Police Brutality 

Demanding that the Union of South Africa be branded 
as an aggressor nation because of its “cold blooded 
murder of those who seek civil rights,” Walter P. Reuther, 
UAW-CIO President, asked the U. S. to consider breaking 
off diplomatic relations with the racist government. Fol- 
lowing up earlier demands for a boycott of South Africa, 
Reuther also urged the recall of our ambassador. Mean- 
while, 200 delegates to the North Carolina AFL-CIO meet 
in Raleigh condemned local police action against Negro 
students protesting segregation “as violation of the rights 
of American citizens to free speech and assembly.”

Africa, India Contrast In Price Of Wives

as $32, which is ridiculous.” In India: “You don’t have to 
pay a dollar.

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UNITED NATIONS GETS ACTION ON 


Despite consideration by the UN Security Council of an 
Afro-Asian bloc proposal to censure the South African 
white supremacy regime for the massacre of nearly 100 
Africans and the wounding of hundreds who sought relief 
from restrictive pass laws, demonstrations, clashes and 
African killings continued. 

In an attempt to stave off condemnation by the world 
body, the government announced a relaxation of the pass 
laws, then triggered more violence and a mass demonstra- 
tion of 30,000 Africans in Capetown by arresting more than 
100 Negro leaders of the moderate African National Con- 
gress and the militant Pan-African Conference in pre- 
dawn raids. 

The government declared a state of emergency over 
much of South Africa, mobilized 18 civilian home guard 
units to support the Army and police. Other Negro leaders 
threatened to paralyze the country with a complete work 
stoppage if their demands to throw out the pass laws were 
not met. The dreaded 15l-year-old pass law (which up 
until 1952 decreed that each African must carry no less 
than 30 separate documents) now requires Africans to 
carry a passport-like book. 

Africans caught without the passbook are usually fined 
$14 (average wage $9 per week) and sentenced to two 
weeks in jail. No African may travel from one city to an- 
other unless authority is noted in his passbook. An African 
cannot remain in a town more than 72 hours unless he 
was born there or had 15 years continuous residence or 
10 years unbroken employment. An African worker is 
required to live in the area where he works. Should he lose 
his job and move elsewhere, he must work there two to 
three years before his family is permitted to join him. 

Typical of the problem African married women face, 
is the case of an African matron employed as the maid of 
a white cab driver for $10 per month. Her pass says she 
must “live in.” Her husband is forbidden by law to enter 
under the white man’s roof. He may legally see her only 
on her off day.

Dr. Samuel Behrman, 
professor of obstetrics and gynecology at the University of 
Michigan, said he found 109 such couples among 1,000 cases 
of infertility studied over a 10-year period. Both marriage 
partners apparently were normal, according to all tests, 
but there was a conflict between husband and wife in blood 
groups, making conception impossible.

For some, the answers appear to confirm the fears of 
Dr. Margaret Mead, noted anthropologist, who warns 
that American boys and girls are growing up sexually 
much faster than they should. 

According to Dr. Mead, many of the problems of 
today’s youth can be traced to “a shift in attitudes 
toward sex, which places an interesting burden on the 
late adolescent, especially the boy at a time when his_ 
impulses are more urgent and he has the least experi- 
ence in controlling them.” 

This increased emphasis on sex is causing problems 
in colleges by creating “a new barbarism which is forc- 
ing young people to marry too soon” to support a fami- 
ly or adjust to each other’s habits, says Dr. Mead. The 
result is that many a wife, working and sacrificing to 
put her husband through college, is destroying the very 
thing she cherishes—her marriage. 
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OF LIFE’ ABOUT EARLY MARRIAGE 


Dr. Russell Cooper of the University of Minnesota 
has reported that many wives leave school after one or 
two years of college in order to support their husbands. 
The cold hard fact, many campus wives will learn later, 
is that many a husband who embarks on a professional 
career after marriage suddenly finds that the woman 
who got him there is no longer good enough for him. 

This is not to say, the experts point out, that a girl 
who quits school after high school graduation can’t live 
happily ever after with the college graduate like they 
do in fairy tales. But, in these modern times, such a 
marriage can carry its own built-in time bomb, which 
may explode in a divorce court at any moment. 

Unlike the strong-willed teens like Beverly Henderson 
of Los Angeles (see cover), who says “I'll wait until ’m 
25,” more than 500,000 girls in the U. S. between the ages 
of 12 and 20 really mean it when they say “Till death 
do us part, yet one-third of these marriages end in 
divorce.”

Texas Sit-In Menu: Coffee $2.50, Steak $15 

In Houston, four Negroes, who refused to pay $2.50 
per cup for coffee served to them in a white cafe, were 
arrested and charged with disturbing the peace. The 
cafe’s owner, Eugene Martinez, 45, said he had never 
served Negroes in the three years he has been in 
business, added: “When these sit-ins started, I pre- 
pared this special menu. Negroes can eat here all 
they want, but they’re going to have to pay heavy 
for it.” His menu for Negroes lists $2.50 for a cup of 
coffee, $15 for steaks, $6.50 for ham and eggs and $3 
for a grilled cheese sandwich. One of the Negroes 
reportedly offered to pay a dime for a cup of coffee, 
although it regularly sells for a nickel at the cafe.
